bubonic plague became rampant; not one 
means of transportation except the 
steamers, which would not make the 
port, but would give it a wide berth in¬ 
stead and with hundreds of its people 
dying in the streets, poor, naked, starved, 
diseased beings murdering each other for 
a grain of wheat.
